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The  focus  of  this  year  has  been  bringing  in  new 
technological  improvements.  The  administration  has  installed 
surveillance  cameras  throughout  the  school  in  hopes  of 
reducing  crime.  Though  intended  to  help  students,  the 
cameras  also  have  an  unsettling  presence.  In  addition,  online 
sites  such  as  Google  Docs  and  Parent  Portal  have  been 
implemented.  All  students  in  the  Newton  Public  School 
System  use  Google  Docs,  a tool  used  to  create  and  share 
documents  online.  It  allows  students  to  easily  access  their 
projects  and  helps  students  contact  peers  for  simultaneous 
collaboration  on  projects.  Parent  Portal  enables  parents  and 
students  to  check  grades  online.  There  is  also  a calendar  on 
Parent  Portal  where  students  and  parents  can  view  tardies 
and  absences. 

In  addition  to  technology,  South  has  made  efforts  to 
decrease  bullying  within  the  school.  Advisories  held  hour-long 
meetings  to  raise  awareness  of  the  issue.  On  October  18th, 
the  school  brought  in  a speaker  who  delivered  an  emotional 
assembly  called  “Rachel's  Challenge”  which  encouraged 
students  and  faculty  to  stop  prejudice  and  be  kind  to 
everyone.  According  to  freshman,  Hyunnew  Choi,  “with 
'Rachel's  Challenge'  and  other  anti-bullying  awareness  events, 
South  has  noticeably  been  making  the  effort  to  make  the 
school  community  a welcoming  environment  for  everyone.  I 
really  appreciate  these  efforts  and  hope  others  do  too.”  The 
new  technological  and  safety  implementations  have  improved 
the  school.  -

B.J.  Novak,  1997  South  alumni,  actor,  writer,  and 
producer  for  NBC's  “The  Office,”  came  to  speak  at  South 
on  November  22nd.  Novak  had  a sold-out  show  in  the 
auditorium  with  approximately  400  fans  from  all  over  the 
area.  Novak's  mother,  Linda  Novak,  a special  education 
aide  at  South,  organized  the  event  as  a fundraiser  for 
Southside,  South's  special  education  program.  Growing 
up,  B.J.  Novak  was  very  ambitious,  “he  always  knew  he 
wanted  to  do  something  big;  he  was  always  making 
something  happen,”  Ms.  Novak  said.  B.J.  Novak  got  his 
start  in  acting  at  Brown  Middle  School,  where  he  tried 
out  for  the  play  and  got  the  lead  role.  Acting  and  writing 
seemed  to  come  naturally  to  him,  especially  because  of 
influences  in  his  household:  Ms.  Novak  also  acted  in  plays 
and  his  father  was  a writer.  During  the  show,  B.J.  Novak 
recounted  memories  at  South,  including  performing  for 
South  Stage  and  writing  comedic  articles  for  the  Lion's 
Roar.  Novak  feels  that  writing  for  the  school  paper 
kindled  his  passion  for  writing,  allowing  him  to  get  to 
where  he  is  today.  His  biggest  advice  for  aspiring  writers 
is  to  “write  for  the  kid  sitting  next  to  you”.  He  also 
showed  scenes  from  an  unreleased,  upcoming  episode  of 
“The  Office”  but  due  to  interest,  he  spent  the  majority  of 
the  evening  answering  questions  from  the  audience.  The 
show  ended  with  B.J.  Novak  telling  the  audience  about 
the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  prank  he  and  his  friends  pulled 
during  the  summer  of  his  senior  year.  “He  was  a good 
student,  but  I think  he  also  had  a secret  mischievous  side” 
says  Ms.  Novak.  In  this  prank,  Novak  and  his  accomplices 
switched  about  fifteen  tapes  from  the  audio  tour,  “Tales 
From  the  Land  of  Dragons”  with  their  own  homemade 
recordings.  The  next  day,  an  article  about  this  prank  was 
in  the  Boston  Globe  and  Novak's  recording  is  now 
available  on  iTunes.

Parking  passes  cost  $180 
per  semester,  $360  for  the  year.  Ashley  and  Kendall  Bovarnick  think  they  are  still  over- 
priced, even  after  the  recent  price  reduction  of  $20  per  semester,  but  they  are 
definitely  good  for  seniors  with  cars.  Jacqueline  Bennett  thinks  they  are  ridiculous,  and 
not  a lot  of  people  want  to  buy  them.  She  thinks  that  if  they  went  down  ($180  per 
year)  many  more  people  would  buy  them.  Michael  Duggan  agrees  that  they  should  be  a 
lower  price  or  have  some  sort  of  a deal  ($180  per  semester,  or  $300  for  the  year). 
Duggan,  along  with  Adam  Vasserman,  think  that  “for  the  price  you  pay,  you  should  be 
able  to  park  inside!”  Overall,  everyone  has  the  same  feelings  towards  the  parking 
passes;  they  all  have  them,  but  they  all  think  the  passes  are  too  expensive.

Every  season,  the  Mock  Trial  club  studies  one  case,  for  which  the 
students  prepare  with  scrimmages  and  weekend  meetings.  This  year's  trial 
was  a bullying  case,  involving  a suicidal  teenager  and  a teacher's  negligence  to 
report  severe  harassment  in  school.  Students  assumed  the  roles  of  witnesses 
and  lawyers,  forcing  them  to  know  the  case  inside  and  out. 

Though  at  times  the  club  environment  is  competitive,  students  get  along 
well  and  never  cave  under  pressure.  Of  the  more  than  forty  students  who 
tried  out  for  roles  this  year,  less  than  half  are  actually  able  to  participate  in 
the  trials.  This  competition  helps  students  master  important  life  skills,  while 
not  being  too  overwhelming.  According  to  Jack  Lovett,  mock  trial  “teaches 
you  how  to  think  critically  while  being  fun  at  the  same  time.”  Yonatan  Gazit 
agreed,  adding,  “it  taught  me  how  to  think  fast  on  my  feet,  and  that  will  stay 
with  me  for  the  rest  of  my  life.” 
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Model  UN 

Not  only  is  Model  UN  a fun  club,  it  is  also  a great  way  to  learn  about  world 
politics.  Club  president  Noa  Golan  says,  “I  joined  model  UN  as  a freshman 
because  I've  always  been  interested  in  international  politics.”  Now  a senior,  Noa 
says,  “I  think  it's  interesting  to  think  about  contemporary  issues  in  a variety  of 
perspectives  and  coming  up  with  an  argument  for  an  a country  whose  views  I 
may  not  agree  with.”  Indeed,  arguing  for  a view  they  may  oppose  is  one  of  many 
challenges  the  club  faces  when  they  go  to  compete  at  conferences  at  places  such 
as  Boston  and  Dartmouth.

Guest  speakers  discussed  issues  brought  up  in  Zeitoun,  by  David  Eggers,  an  inspiring  novel  about  the  injustice 
inflicted  upon  Abdulrahman  Zeitoun,  an  Arab  Muslim,  after  the  tragedy  of  Hurricane  Katrina.

One 
reason  the  story  sharing  was  added  was 
because  it  “solved  logistical  problems,”  said 
English  Department  Head  Brian  Baron.  There 
were  a limited  number  of  spaces  where  panels 
could  be  held,  and  if  half  of  the  school 
occupied  classrooms  for  the  story  sharing 
session,  then  space  would  no  longer  be  an 
issue.  Baron  also  thought  that  the  story 
sharing  would  be  an  interesting  experience  for 
all  who  participated.  Students  were  able  to 
learn  more  about  each  other  through  their 
stories,  which  strengthened  Newton  South's 
sense  of  community.

This  year,  the  English  Department  made  it 
mandatory  for  all  English  papers  to  be  submitted 
through  turnitin.com,  an  anti-plagiarism  website. 
Turnitin  has  a database  of  online  sources  and 
student  written  papers  and  uses  these  to  scan 
essays  to  ensure  that  work  is  original.  Brian  Baron, 
English  department  head,  feels  that  “plagiarism  is  an 
issue  that  is  easier  to  deal  with  when  we  are  all 
unified  about  it.. .Teachers  were  not  talking  about  it 
enough,  not  teaching  about  it  enough.  There  are 
severe  consequences  to  plagiarism  and  I wanted 
kids  to  deal  with  the  consequences  earlier.”  Though 
the  use  of  turnitin  has  raised  awareness  of 
plagiarism,  it  is  controversial  among  the  student 
body.  In  the  Lion's  Roar,  Sophomore  Lauren 
Forrow  wrote  an  opinion  article  about  her 
disapproval  of  the  use  of  turnitin,  stating  that 
instead  of  supporting  academic  honesty,  it 
“compromises  South's  values.. .for  students  who 
work  hard  to  come  up  with  their  own  work,  it  is  an 
insult.  Students  are  presumed  guilty  until  proven 
innocent;  we're  taught  to  trust  our  teachers,  but 
how  can  we  if  they  don't  trust  us?”

Tea  Time 


English  is  the  only  class  at  South  that  students  have  to  take  for  all  four  years  in  order  to  graduate.  During  senior  year, 
students  have  a large  variety  of  English  courses  to  choose  from  including  African  American  Literature,  Film  Studies, 
British  Literature,  Our  Voices  Our  Eyes,  Literature  and  Composition,  Language  and  Composition  (Journalism),  and 
Critical  and  Creative  Writing.

This  year,  the  history  department 
experienced  a change  in  leadership.

“I  don't  think  orchestras  quite  have  the  variety  that  bands  do,  [it's]  just  a sea  of  violins, 
you  know?”  remarks  senior  Hannah  Weller.  Indeed,  one  distinguishing  mark  of  the 
Symphonic  Band  at  South  is  its  wide  variety  of  instruments.  The  band  includes  seventy 
plus  members  from  all  four  grades,  but  despite  the  disparity  in  skill  level,  Hannah  feels 
that  her  role  in  the  band  is  “no  more  or  less  important  than  anyone  else's,  I know  I'm  a 
first  clarinet,  but  first  clarinets  would  sound  pretty  stupid  if  there  weren't  other  clarinets 
playing  different  parts.”  All  the  members  of  the  band  dedicate  four  blocks  a week  to 
rehearsals,  during  which  the  band  prepares  for  concerts  while  focusing  on  improving  on 
rhythm,  theme,  balance,  and  blend. 


The  Select  Wind  Ensemble,  which  rehearses 
Monday  evening  and  Wednesday  before 
school,  is  another  instrumental  group  at 
South.

The  comedy  “Government  Inspector”  by  the  Russian  writer 
Nikolai  Gogol  is  a play  about  a corrupt  mayor  in  a small  town  in  tsarist 
Russia  who  is  fooled  by  a man  pretending  to  be  a government 
inspector.  The  whole  town  makes  fools  of  themselves  trying  to  please 
the  fake  inspector,  which  makes  for  hilarious  farce.  The  play  satirizes 
human  greed,  stupidity,  and  the  political  corruption  of  Imperial  Russia. 

Mr.  Knoedler,  the  head  of  the  Music  and  Art  Department, 
directed  the  play.  He  helped  his  actors  bring  out  the  essence  of  their 
characters  and  overcome  several  challenges.  Due  to  the  lack  of  male 
actors,  many  of  the  female  actors  played  male  characters.  Also,  some 
of  the  actors  had  never  acted  in  a comedy  before  and  were  nervous 
about  their  ability  to  take  on  a comedic  role.

When  the  cast  of  this  year's  musical,  Beauty  and  the 
Beast , first  started  rehearsing,  they  were  a little  unsure  of 
how  the  show  would  turn  out.  “This  show  was  really  difficult 
because  there  was  a lot  of  magic  in  the  Disney  movies...  so 
we  had  to  figure  out  how  all  of  that  was  going  to  work  on- 
stage,” said  senior  Charlotte  Cohen,  who  played  Mrs.  Pots  in 
the  production.

Administration 

Co-teaching  has  been  reintroduced  and  is  once  again  a classroom  model  at  South  that  benefits  all  students  in  a classroom. 
Special  education  and  general  education  teachers  have  some  overlap  in  their  training,  but  there  some  differences.  Special 
Education  teachers  are  trained  in  how  to  make  accommodations  for  students  who  have  different  learning  styles,  while  general 
education  teachers  are  experts  in  their  particular  content  area.  The  teachers  are  able  to  learn  from  each  other,  as  well  as  all 
students  benefitting  from  the  collaboration.  Principal  Joel  Stembridge  says  that  ideally,  “both  teachers  are  doing  both  things”, 
but  since  this  program  has  just  been  reinstated  this  year,  there  is  a lot  more  progress  to  be  made.  The  goal  of  this  program, 
according  to  Special  Education  department  head  Kathleen  Farnsworth,  is  for  special  education  teachers  to  help  all  students  so 
that  “not  one  person  is  singled  out."  According  to  Farnsworth,  the  co-teaching  program  is  different  from  other  standard 
classroom  models  at  South  because  “Anytime  teachers  collaborate  is  useful  and  critical  for  students.”  However,  the  teachers 
need  to  be  matched  to  each  other  in  order  for  things  to  run  smoothly.  Farnsworth  says,  “It’s  a bit  like  a marriage.”

As  part  of  the  restructuring  of  the  special  education  department,  several  teachers 
have  been  required  to  participate  in  a co-teaching  collaboration.  Although 
involuntary,  both  Dr.  Okun  and  Mr.  Dalicandro  see  the  many  benefits  of  co- 
teaching. Students  receive  more  support  in  the  classroom,  and  because  there  are 
two  different  teachers,  they  have  a greater  chance  of  connecting  with  one  of 
them.  The  students  also  receive  two  different  perspectives  on  the  material.  Dr. 
Okun  teaches  the  majority  of  the  lessons,  and  although  Mr.  Dalicandro  has  taught 
ninth  grade  world  history  before,  his  main  job  is  to  make  sure  that  everyone  is 
doing  his  or  her  work. 

Along  with  its  benefits,  co-teaching 
has  also  presented  several 
challenges.  Due  to  the  novelty  of 
co-teaching,  the  collaboration  is 
not  structured  institutionally.  Dr. 

Okun  feels  that  the  current  co- 
teaching program  can  be  improved 
by  creating  a stronger 
collaboration  between  the 
teachers.  An  ideal  collaboration 
would  include  one  lead  teacher 
conducting  formal  teaching  and  the 
other  teaching  components  of  the 
lessons  with  small  groups  of 
individuals,  providing  content 
support  to  the  lead  teacher’s 
lessons.  Both  teachers  would  like 
to  see  the  continuation  and  growth 
of  the  program.

After  his  month  long  meditation  retreat  in  Vermont,  Mr.  Palilunas 
learned  how  to  separate  his  actions  from  his  emotions,  and  have  clear 
comprehension  of  the  present.  Since  adopting  Buddhism,  he  has  seen  a great 
change  in  his  attitude.  This  is  apparent  in  his  relaxed  teaching  style  and  in  the 
breathing  techniques  he  encourages  students  to  join  in  before  a test.  His  best 
advice  for  students?  “Learning  to  stop  and  breathe  is  the  best  way  to  be 
present  and  in  the  moment.”

Brendan  Duggan  and  Michael  Garfinkle  first  started  rapping 
together  in  seventh  grade  as  part  of  a cultural  exchange  for 
Newton  Tanzania  Collaborative.  “We  couldn’t  think  of  a better 
way  to  express  American  pop  culture  than  rap,  because  it’s  a big 
part  of  the  media,”  says  Garfinkle.  At  first,  “we  didn’t  really  take  it 
that  seriously,”  says  Duggan,  “nowadays,  its  not  only  about  that 
club-  we  take  it  more  seriously  and  spend  more  time  on  it.”  During 
their  summer  before  starting  eighth  grade,  Brendan  and  Michael 
started  to  put  their  music  on  YouTube,  under  the  group  name  “No 
Trace”  and  gained  many  fans.  After  receiving  their  first  negative 
comments,  they  were  upset  but  now  they  know  how  to  laugh  off 
irrelevant  criticism  and  how  to  use  constructive  criticism  to 
improve.  Their  YouTube  videos  have  over  10,000  views  each,  and 
their  Facebook  page  has  over  600  likes,  many  of  the  likes  from 
people  that  they  do  not  even  know.  One  of  their  most  popular 
songs,  “Wishes”  was  written  after  Brendan  came  back  from  his  trip 
to  Tanzania.  “Wishes  is  about  not  being  selfish,  and  you  can  tell 
through  some  of  the  lyrics  that  we  are  trying  to  get  the  message 
out  that  people  should  be  grateful,”  Duggan  said.  The  boys  write  all 
the  lyrics  to  their  songs  and  Garfinkle  says,  “the  beat  will  inspire  my 
mood.  It  starts  with  a few  lines  and  it  just  builds  from  that.  You 
can’t  just  force  yourself  to  write  lyrics,  it  kind  of  just  comes  to 
you.”  They  hope  to  continue  rapping  as  much  as  they  can  and  to 
continue  to  gain  a following.  “When  people  listen  to  our  songs,  I 
feel  like  they  start  off  with  a certain  state  of  mind...  What  people 
need  to  do  more  is  just  listen  to  the  lyrics  impartially  and 
appreciate  the  more  artistic  and  creative  people  in  the  industry,” 
Garfinkle  says.

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Lily  Maltz  toured  with  Circus  Smirkus  from  June  of  2009  to  August  of  2009, 
performing  70  shows  throughout  New  England  and  New  York.  She  was  an  aerialist  in 
the  show,  performing  acts  in  the  air. 

Because  it  is  the  only  traveling  youth  circus  in  America,  Circus  Smirkus  is  a highly 
competitive  program.  After  several  rounds  of  auditions,  Maltz  was  selected  as  one  of 
26  teenagers  for  the  program.  Although  they  came  from  different  backgrounds  and 
varying  seriousness  in  pursuing  a career  in  the  circus,  all  the  performers  came  together 
and  got  along  well  because  of  their  love  and  appreciation  for  the  circus. 

Maltz  really  enjoyed  her  experience  with  the  circus.  She  loved  performing  in  front 
of  an  audience  and  showing  others  her  abilities.  In  the  circus,  it  was  her  responsibility 
to  not  only  perform  but  also  to  provide  the  audience  with  the  full  circus  experience. 
When  arriving  at  a site,  the  performers,  with  the  help  of  the  tent  crew,  were  required 
to  set  up  the  show.  After  4-8  shows  depending  on  the  location,  they  then  took 
everything  down,  packed  it  up,  and  moved  to  the  next  place.  Maltz  says  that  the 
experience  taught  her  a lot  about  the  circus  world  and  what  it  means  to  be  a part  of  a 
team.  The  performers  had  to  trust  each  other  in  and  out  of  the  circus  ring.

As  the  Newton  South  student  representative  to  the  Newton  school  committee, 
Isabelle  Granahan-Field  voices  the  opinion  of  the  student  body  on  various  issues 
proposed  by  the  city.

Granahan-Field  has  been  able  to  learn  about  the 
budgeting,  decision-making,  and  balancing  interests  that  goes  on  at  meetings  on  the  first

Monday  of  every  month.  She  says  that  “it's  really  cool  to  be  able  to  talk  in  front  of  the 
mayor  and  superintendent  of  Newton  and  know  that  they  really  care  about  the  student 
opinion.”  Being  on  the  inside,  it  became  apparent  to  Isabelle  how  student-centered  the 
Newton  Public  Schools  are. 


Initially,  Nick  Longman  played  the  trumpet  in  the  sixth  grade  school 
band,  until  he  was  chosen  to  fill  in  the  spot  as  a percussionist  when  another 
student  was  absent.  As  time  passed,  Longman  stopped  playing  the  trumpet 
and  became  a full-time  drummer. 

The  summer  of  sophomore  year,  he  got  involved  in  a band.  “As  a joke 
the  other  guys  sometimes  call  [him]  Spartacus,  as  an  homage  to  the  movie 
“That  Thing  You  Do”,  so  [they]  sometimes  call  [themselves]  Spartacaii.” 
They  normally  play  Zeppelin-esque  classic  rock,  but  also  occasionally  play 
progressive  rock,  metal,  and  jazz.  Spartacaii  usually  practices  about  once  a 
week  unless  they  have  an  upcoming  concert,  in  which  case  they  have  more 
rehearsals. 

Longman’s  favorite  part  about  being  in  a band  is  performing.  He  says, 
“Whether  we  get  paid  or  not,  it's  awesome  to  play  for  other  people,  and 
without  a doubt,  concerts  are  why  I am  in  the  band.” 
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At  the  age  of  ten,  Phillip  Kudryavtsev  began  ballroom  dancing.  Of  the  two  categories, 
standard  and  Latin,  he  prefers  Latin,  which  includes  the  samba  and  the  cha  cha.  His 
partner,  Lisa  Lakovitsky,  moved  here  from  New  York  so  that  they  could  practice  more 
often  for  competitions.  They  compete  at  least  once  a month,  both  nationally  and 
internationally,  and  have  been  to  Germany,  where  they  placed  70th  in  a competition  of 
300  couples.  However,  their  highest  level  of  achievement  is  placing  fourth  nationally  in  the 
youth  category.  This  year,  Kudryavtsev  and  his  partner  are  the  top  contenders  for  first 
place,  and  they  hope  to  claim  this  title.  In  addition,  Kudryavtsev  has  been  chosen  from  an 
audition  process  to  be  on  a live  TV  program,  “Ballroom  Battle”. 

The  best  part  about  dance  for  Kudryavtsev  is  the  music,  which  provides  him  a means 
of  expression.  Furthermore,  dance  is  simply  fun  for  him  and  makes  him  feel  unique. 

Kudryavtsev  currently  works  at  Dance  Fever  Studio  with  younger  kids,  teaching  them 
the  concepts  of  dance.  In  the  future,  he  wants  to  open  a studio  and  teach.  In  addition,  he 
wants  to  be  a professionally  world  ranked  dancer,  so  he  can  “influence  a new  generation  of 
dancers.”

Seo-Young  Hyun  has  been  playing  the  pipe  organ  for  five  years.  She  started  playing 
after  auditioning  for  and  winning  a scholarship  that  provided  her  with  the  opportunity  to 
learn  how  to  play  the  organ.  Instantly  falling  in  love  with  the  instrument,  she  replaced  her 
regular  piano  lessons  with  organ  lessons. 

Since  then,  Hyun  has  continued  to  pursue  her  passion  by  performing  in  recitals  at 
various  places,  including  King's  Chapel  in  Boston.  She  is  currently  a substitute  organist  for 
regular  Sunday  services  at  her  local  church. 

Hyun  uses  school  vacations  to  further  her  organ  studies;  she  has  participated  in 
summer  programs,  camps,  and  conferences  that  allowed  her  to  meet  other  organists  of 
her  age  across  the  country.  Other  organ  scholarships  sponsored  her  travel  to  France, 
South  Korea,  and  other  states  in  the  U.S.  These  experiences  exposed  her  to  many 
different  types  of  organs  around  the  world. 

Hyun  plans  to  continue  her  organ  studies  in  college  by  participating  in  organizations 
for  aspiring  student  organists  to  gain  experience  before  playing  regularly  for  church 
services.

Since  the  sixth  grade,  Robin  Berk  has  been  rock  climbing  both  indoors  and  outdoors.  She  started 
her  training  at  Exxcel,  but  after  three  years  switched  to  MetroRock  Climbing  Center,  where  she 
climbs  a 50-foot  wall  with  overhangs.  Here,  Berk  is  part  of  a team  that  trains  three  times  a week.
